CONSTITUTION. 


Axriclx I.— This congregation shall be called Evangelical 
Lutheran church of „and shall be composed of those who pos- 
sess the requisite qualifications for church membership, and are re- 
ceived by a vote of the church council and according to the usages of 
our charch. 

Art. II.— The officers of this congregation shall consist of a pastor,

. IIL.—The elders, deacons and trustees shall be elected by bal. 
lot, by the members of the congregation out of their own aumber, and 
shall serve for a term of two years, except the trustees who shall serve

Arr. V.—The church council shall appoint annually, out of their 


own number, a secretary and treasurer, who shall attend to the duties 

usually devolving upon such officers.

The council shall meet 

at least every three months for prayer and the transaction of business. 
Art. VI.—No shall be permitted to preach in, or otherwise 

occupy the house of worship which may be owned by the congregation.
